TREACHERY OF THE GOVERNMENT SCOUTS 


Description of the Region in W hich the 
B utchery Occurred.

P residio, Sax F rancisco, Septem ber 3d.—A dis­ 
patch from General Willcox, received last night, 
says he has news by an Indian runner th at Carr’s 
command, including himself, six other officers and 
sixty-f >ur enlisted men, were killed on the 31st of 
August, and th at Pedro's men had killed seven or 
eight men, including an expressman, 
between 
Apacbe and Thomas. 
A dispatch received from General Willcox this 
m orning fays he has news th at few escaped from 
Carr’s disaster at Cibiou, which was forty miles west 
of Apache. Those who escaped are fighting their 
way to Fort Apache, but it is doubtful if they get 
in. 
Pedro’s band attacked F o rt Apache, but the 
D epartm ent Commander thinks they m ust have 
been repulsed, ami now hold the canyon through 
which the read from Thomas to Apache passes.

HOW THE FIGHT BEGUN. 
P rksidio—7 P. M.—News has ju st been received 
from General Willcox that Mickey Free, an Indian 
who was at the fight, and came directly to the San 
Carlos, says the medicine man was arrested by a 
Lieutenant, supposed to be Cruse. 
The medicine 
man's brother said, “ You shall not arrest my 
brother,” and killed Cruse. 
Troops then killed the 
medicine man. 
The enlisted scouts close to the 
troops then poured their flrc into them , kil ing most 
of the officers and a great many men. Then the 
massacre took place. 
A few soldiers got away, 
holding together and trying to fight their way back 
to Apache, bu t suppose they m ust all have been 
killed, from the num ber s‘ated by the Indians. 
Pedro’s band attacked Fort Apache, h u t mu«t have 
been repulsed, and he now holds the canyon through 
which the road runs to Apacbe. 
Three companies 
of the First Cavalry, Major Sanford commanding, 
and three companies of the Eighth Infantry, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel W ilkins commanding, leave the De­ 
partm ent of California immediately for the D epart­ 
m ent of Arizona. 


THE SITUATION OF FORT APACHE. 
T ccson (A. T.) Septem ber 3d.—Fort Apache, near 
which the Carr massacre occurred, is 210 miles from 
Tucson by wagon road, hu t by tak in g * trail from 
McMillan about fifty miles can be saved. 
During 
the rainy season tfcis trail is impassable, and at best 
hut little tim e is saved in going th a t way. 
The 
country is m ountainous and full of canyons, suita­ 
ble 
for am bushing and surprising an enemy. 
The formation is m arshy, and horses cannot travel 
over it faster than a walk, on account of the yield­ 
ing surface. The m ountains are covered with pine 
and other tim ber, and stream s of running water 
abound. 
In fact it is the best tim bered and watered 
section of the T erritory. 
There are many strong 
holds in the m ountains in which a mere handful of 
determ ined men could successfully resist the ad 
vanee of a hundred times th eir num ber. 
The 
Apache country is settled almost entirely by Mor­ 
mons, and it is reported th a t there is an understand­ 
ing between them and the Indians. The excitement 
in Tucson is intense, and there is talk of organizing 
a force of volunteers and proceeding against the 
.San Carlos Agency. 


BAD REPORTS FROM YUMA. 
Yuma (A. T.), Septem ber 3d.—All 
the troops 
hitherto stationed at Fort Yuma left this evening 
for Camp Apache and neighborhood. 
It is reported 
and believed here th a t the entire garrison of Camp 
Apache has 
been massacred, including 
several 
women and children. 
The company of 
Indian 
scouts in the service of the United States, which 
were well armed, led the attack by the Indians. 
Títere were several companies at Camp Apache, and 
a well-supplied arsenal. 
The Governm ent line 
north of Tucson hss been down, and no extended 
report can be had. 


THE SLAIN OFFICERS. 


S ax F ran cisco, Septem ber 3d.—Genera! Eugene A. 
Carr was born in the State of New York. 
lie en­ 
tered the M ilitary Academy at W est Point Septem ­ 
ber 1, 1840, and graduated w ith honor. 
He was as­ 
signed to the M ounted Rifles as brevet Second 
Lieutenant, July 1, 1850, and was commissioned a 
full Second L ieutenant Ju n e 30, 1851. 
On the 3d 
of March, 1855, he was prom oted to a First Lieu­ 
tenancy in the First Cavalry . 
On June 11, 1858, he 
was made Captain of the Fourth Cavalry, and 
A ugust 10, 1851, Lieutenant.Colonel of Volunteers. 
This promotion was for gallant and m eritorious ser­ 
vice in th e battle of Wilson’s Creek, Mo. 
A 
Colonclcyffollowcd on August 16, 1861, and on March 
1862, he was brevetted Brigadier G eneral of Vol­ 
unteers for distinguished service in the battle of 
Pea Ridge, Arkansas, when, in th at memorable 
three days’ fight, he performed prodigies of valor. 
The Confederate Generals McCullough aed McIntosh 
were slain in this battle and the Confederate forces 
routed, it will be remembered. 
H e was made Major 
of the Fifth Cavalry July 17, 1862, and Brevet-Col- 
onel May 1 7 ,1S63, f ir gallant and meritorious ser­ 
vices in the action at Black River Bridge, Miss., in 
the Vicksburg campaign. 
On March 11, 1865, he 
was brevetted Major-General of Volunteers, and on 
March 13th, two days following, he was brevetted 
Brigadier-General in the regular arm y for gallant 
ar.d m eritorious services in th e capture of Little 
Rock, Arkansas. 
He led the command th at cap­ 
tured Little Rock. 
On the same date, with his 
Brevet-Bngadier-General’s commission in the regu­ 
lars, he was brevetted Major-General “ for gallant 
and m eritorious service in the field during the war.” 
It was in 1866, January 15th, th at this dashing 
officer was m ustered out of the volunteer service 
and went to his old command. 
On the 7th of Jan ­ 
uary', 1873, he was commissioned Lieutenant-Col- 
onel, and at the tim e of his death was Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Sixth, 
lie was Lieutcnant-Colonel of 
the Fifth in 1873. 
General Carr was the idol of his 
troops, a dashing rider and a thorough gentleman. 
He leaves a wife at Camp Apache. 
Captain Edm und C. H entig was Captain of Com­ 
pany D, Sixth Regim ent Cavalry, at 
the 
time 
of his death. 
He was commissioned Second Lieuten­ 
ant March 12,1867, and prom oted to First Lieuten 
ant December 23, 1S63. 
Iiis Captaincy dates from 
November 15,1876. 
lie was a m arried man. 
Lieutenant Wm. H. Carter was Second Lieuten­ 
an t of Company E. 
He entered W est Point July 1, 
1868, and received his Second Lieutenancy in the 
Eighth Infantry June 13,1873 
He was transferred 
to the Sixth Chvalry in November, 1874. Lieutenant 
C arter recently m arried a young lady in this city. 
Lieutenant Wm. Stanton was F irst Lientenant of 
Company E. 
He entered m ilitary life as a private 
io the Forty-third Ohio Volunteers September 3, 
1862. 
For m eritorious conduct he was promoted 
corporal four days later, and in October was made 
a sergeant 
He was discharged in 1863. 
In Sep­ 
tem ber, 1S67, he received & commission as Second 
Lieutenant in the Second A rtillery, and was pro­ 
moted First Lieutenant November 16, 1874. 
In 
1877, February 16th, he was transferred to the Sixth. 
Lieuenant Cruse was made Second Lieutenant in 
E Company, Sixth A rtillery, in 1877, January 13th. 
Charles G. Gordon was also a corporal in a volun­ 
teer regim ent, having held th a t position in Com­ 
pany B, Second California Cavalry, September 14, 
1861. 
For some reason he was reduced to the ranks 
in September, 1862, and was discharged April 25, 
1864. 
He was appointed Second Lieutenant in the 
Sixth Cavalry June 15, 1368, and First Lieutenant 
March 19, 1870. 


THE WHITE MOUNTAIN APACHES AND THEIR 
COUNTRY. 


P r e s id io , Septem ber 3d.—The W hite Mountain 
Apaches are located upon the San Carlos and other 
reservations, in the W hite M ountains. Pedro’s band 
of W hite M ountain Apaches refused to go to San 
Carlos when the Indians left th e vicinity of Camp 
Apache. They do not receive rations or any help 
from th e Government. 
There are between four and 
six thousand Apaches at the San Carlos Reserva­ 
tion. 
The reservation Í3 about seventy miles from 
the camp. 
Camp Apache was estahhshe t May, 
1870, as a tem porary station by M ajor John Green, 
First Cavalry, and first occupied by Companies L 
and M, First Cavalry, and Company B, Twenty-first 
Infantry. 
Latitude 34r, longitude 109° 45’. 
Eleva­ 
tion above the sea, 5,475 feet. 
In 1S72 steps were 
taken to m ake it a perm anent post. 
Major Green 
named it originally Camp Grd. 
The camp was 
called afterwards Camp 
Mongol Ion 
and 
Camp 


Thomas, and finally Camp Apache. 
The post is 
built on a basaltic f plateau of seventy or eighty 
acres, elevated about 100 feet above the east fork of 
the W hite Mountain ri\er, which here flows through 
a narrow canyon. The nearest railroad stations are 
Yuma, Cal., on the Southern Pacific, distance 410 
miles, and Las Animas, N. M., on the Atchison, 
Tojieka and Santa Fc Railroad. 


DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE MASSACRE. 
P residio, Septem ber 3d.—From rum ors coming 
in and continually telegraphed the following ac­ 
count of the massacre is made up : 
For some tim e past several big medicine men, 
ma*contents, have been going about from tribe to 
tribe, striving to incite the chiefs to a general up­ 
rising. 
The D epartm ent determ ined to pu t a 9t<»p 
to this menacing behavior, and ordered General 
Carr to proceed to where the W hite River A e ch e s 
were reported to he hunting, in Cibicu C&ntda, 
uorth of Salt river, and arrest the mischievous inter- 
meddlers. 
Runners, it seems, had apprised Pedro 
and his band of the intended movement of the 
troops, and, alas ! the expedition had been delayed 
too late, for the tem pters had won over the wily 
chieftain. 
Pursuant to orders, General Carr left 
Camp Apache with Companies E aud D, Sixth Cav­ 
alry, under Captain Edm und C. H entig and Lieuten­ 
ant Wm. Stanton, respectively. Lieutenant Thomas 
Cruse commanded a company of fifty Indian scouts. 
The entire command num bered 110 white men and 
50 Indians. 
There were also Lieutenants Carter, 
Gordon, Stanton, and Dr. McCrcery 
The territory 
over which the troops had to travel is mountainous. 
It was not supposed th at the 
Indians would 
be 
hostile; 
therefore, 
no 
precautions 
were 
taken, ordinary m ilitary discipline only being ob­ 
served. The third camp wa* made in the bed of 
the Corizo's Canyon. 
Several of the Indian scouts 
failed to come in th at evemug, hu t no spei ¡al heed 
was paid to the m atter, other than would neces­ 
sarily be paid to an ordinary deeertion 
A two- 
days' journey brought the command in thevM nlty 
of Cibicu Creek, which is a considerable stream , 
running in a deep cañada, w ith 
abrupt walls 
crowned with dense tim ber. 
A halt was made in 
the bed of the canyon, and scouts sent out to find 
the whereabouts of Pedro and his band, who were 
known to be in th at vicinity. 
The scouts came in 
and reported th at Pedro was up the creek ten railes, 
where he would m eet General Carr the following 
noon. 
To inquiries as to the disposition of the 
Chief and his head men, the tricky scouts returned 
answer th at the friendliest feeling was manifested 
towards the soldiers. The m arch up th e canyon is 
stated to have been begun about sunrise. The 
scouts, 
seven 
in 
num ber, 
under 
Lieutenant 
Cruise, 
were 
several 
hundred 
feet 
in 
ad­ 
vance. 
Ordinary 
precaution 
counseled 
the 
commander 
to 
observe 
a 
militar} 
disposi­ 
tion of his forces, for he knew full well the 
treacherous nature of the band he was about to 
meet. 
No thought of an attack or am bush, how­ 
ever, was entertained, and all reliance was repo=el 
in the scouts, who had tim e and again proved them ­ 
selves trustw orthy. 
W hat transpired has already 
been detailed. The flying troops, it is thought, 
have little chance of ever reaching Camp Apache, 
for the Indians are well m ounted, and are believed 
to be posted along the trail to cut off retreat, and 
even should camp be reached, it is feared the post 
will be found pillaged. 
The utm ost anxiety i9 felt 
for the comp by the authorities. 
The following will 
give an idea of the distances to points where succor 
can be expected: 
From Camp Apache to Camp 
Bowie it is 197 m iles; to Camp G rant. 117 m iles; 
to Camp Lowell, 225 miles : to Camp McDowell, 286 
miles ; to Camp Mojave, 378 miles ; to Camp Verde, 
170 m iles; to Fort W hipple, 211 m iles; to Yuma, 
410 m ito . 
Pedro’s band are known as the Colotiro 
Indians. 
They roam over the western section cov­ 
ered by the W hite M ountains, which 
may he 
roughly stated to be the middle eastern portion of 
the State. 


THE ATTACK ON FORT APACHE— INDI AN DAR­ 
ING. 


T u cso n, September 4th.—The S ta r has ju st re­ 
ceived the follow ing: 
T homas (A. T.), Septem ber 3d.—The reports from 
the vicinity of Fort Apacbe of hostiles are confirmed 
by fresh arrivals of Indian runners, but no message 
from M ajor Cochrane or the troops Bent to relieve 
has vet been received. 
In the attack on the post 
the Indians were recklessly brave and defiant, one 
of them riding General Carr s horse into the parade 
ground and wheeling and firing as he passed out. 
He is a brother of Civina, and is a Mexican captive 
among the Apaches. 
Troops are b ek g hurried for­ 
ward, and strong reinforcem ents are needed. 
A re­ 
port comes in th at in the attack on the post a| Lieu­ 
tenant and seven m en were killed. 
If this is true, 
it was probably Lieutenant Gordon, of the Sixth 
Cavalry. 
The latest official is as follows : 
T iiomas, September 3d—Evening.—The southern 
portion of the Territory is not believed to he in any 
danger. 
The Chericahuas and Agency Apaches are 
reported all quiet. 
The news of Carr’s disaster is 
not contradicted. 
The southern jtosts arc still gar­ 
risoned, and troops are being' pushed forward day 
aud night.

C ABB’S FATAL M/ RCH— A REVIEW OF 
THE 
TROUBLE. 
TYcbon (A. T.), Septem ber 4th.—General Carr 
was in command of Fort Apache, consisting of two 
companies of the Sixth Cavalry and one of infantry. 
A fter leaving a sufficient force to protect the public 
property a t Apache, he had bu t 63 enlisted men of 
the Sixth Cavalry and five officers. The medicine 
man, who was a t the bottom of all the trouble, had 
been for some weeks past predicting to the W hite 
Mountain Indians th a t when the corn was ripe he 
would raise all their dead chiefs from their graves, 
and the whites would then he driven ou t of their 
country. This was sufficient to w arrant the conclu­ 
sion th at preparations were being made by the tribe 
to break out as soon as they had gathered their 
harvests. General Carr was ordered to arrest the 
medicine man. 
He doubted his ability to do so 
with 
so 
small 
a 
force 
against 
a 
whole 
tribe who had been worked up to the belief th at 
their medicine man would raise their dead chiefs. 
The circumstances attending the disaster were such 
th at it could hardly have been evaded. 
An out­ 
break has been feared for the last two weeks in the 
Apache cauntrj*. The settlers have all been pre­ 
dicting trouble. 
There arc not le?s than 10,000 
Indians on the San Carlos reservation, and fully as 
many in the Navajo tribe, which is located from 60 
to 100 miles north of the country of the W hite 
M ountain tribe. 
A large num ber of the young 
bucks of both the San Carlos and theNav&joes have 
been visiting the W hite m ountains recently, and it 
is believed th at they were engaged in the fight. 
It 
is reported by runners th at the fight continued all 
day of the 20th. 
Every hill and canyon was swarm­ 
ing w ith the red devi’s. 
News from the lower San Pedro last night is to 
the effect th a t Eskem igun, Chief of the Aravipas, 
and Chief Sagulo, have warned the whites to leave 
the valley, or to prepare to defend themselves : that 
som ething was wrong w ith the Indians on the reser­ 
vations. 
Both of the ChiefB are warm friends to the 
whites. 
Yesterday afternoon the engineer of a freight 
train coming west was surprised at the sudden ap­ 
pearance of a large body of mounted Indians near 
W llna, west of Gage. 
They followed the train for 
about four miles. He opened the throttle valve 
and soon left them behind. 
He did not know 
w hether they were arm ed or not. 
He calculated the 
num ber at 150. 
Probably there were not half that 
num ber. 
The band scattered, and when he last saw 
them p art were going north and the rem ainder 
south, 
lie encountered another large band about 
eight miles west of |W illcox. 
These did not show 
any disposition to trouble the train. 
Reports from Bowie Station are th at a hand 
jum ped a ranch twelve miles south of Bowie, and it 
was seen to bum . There are about forty men at 
Bowie, hu t only four guns. 
They have made fortifi­ 
cations of the G overnm ent’s baled hay, of which 
there is a large quantity there. 
Last night a num ­ 
ber of signal fires were seen in the mountains both 
north and south of Bowie Station, which were kept 
in active operation for several hours. 
If these re­ 
ports he true, there is uo doubt hu t that these are 
the Mescalero bands moving out of Sonora and 
Chihuahua north, to aid the W hite M ountain In ­ 
dians. 
HURRYING TO THE FRONT. 


Captain M. H. Stacy, of the Twelfth Infantry, 
and Captain A. T. Sm ith, of the Eighth Infantry, 
with two scouts and seventy enlisted men fr%m Fort 
Yuma, passed through here for Thomas at 4 p. m. 
They will m arch sixty-five miles from Willcox on 
foot to Thomas. 
Joseph McClellan, with sixty enlisted m en of the 
Sixth Cavalry, Las left Lowell for Thomas, and goes 
via old Fort Grant, to observe the movements of the 
Indians on the lower San Pedro. 
Seventeen car loads of troops left San Francisco 
this m orning, and twelve more leave to-morrow 
morning. 
If half of the reports are true, there is 
fear of a general uprising of the Apache nation, 
which mean9 a war of exterm ination. 
Up to this hour (8 p. m.), nothing further is 
learned in confirmation or otherwise from the scenes j 
of the massacre. 
We are using all our every availa- f 
ble means to obtain correct reports. 
Ail of the 1 
women and children are being moved from Thomas ^ 
to G rant. 
The Fifth Cavalry has been ordered from 1 
the D epartm ent of the Platte. This is the old In ­ 
dian fighting regim ent of Arizona. 
The report 


gives much satisfaction here. Indians with Govern­ 
m ent earbiues, the same as used by scouts, were 
seen near Fort Bowie yesterday, They have had 
tim e to reach th at point since the massacre. 
VETERAN INDIAN FIGHT ERA GOING FORWARD. 
SAX F r a n c is c o , September Ith .—Major Wilcox, oi 
th e Eighth Infantry, leaves S tn Francisco to-iuor- 
row m orning with 200 m en on a special train for 
Arizona. They will go through as fast as possible. 
These troop*» arc veteran Indian fighters. 
The First 
Cavalry is much scattered on the coast, but have 
been ordered to Arizona, and will l>e sent south as 
soon as possible. 
The Fourth Artillery is ready for 
marching, but will not be sent until |>ositivcIy 
needed. 
Army officers here, fam iliar with the 
southern Indians, agree th at a general rating of the 
.Arizona and New Mexico tribes is im m inent, if not 
already realized. 


COAST NEWS. 


The wild flax of Arizona is said to fur­ 
nish a superior article of fiber. 
The new bridge across Little Chico 
Creek, at the end of Broadway, Chico, is 
rapidly approaching completion. 
The largest coal pit ever constructed in 
the mountains is being put up in the vicinity 
of French Camp by Me Kean and Coon. 
It will contain about 1*25 cords of wood. 
They calculate upon getting 4,000 bushels 
of coal out of it. 
The property valuation of Phienix, A. 
T., is $300,858, and the municipal tax 
levied on this amount is $1,200 *25. 
The 
city is out of debt, aud has a balance in the 
treasury. 
The Mayor recommends disin- 
corporation of the city. 
A military company has been formed at 
New Tacoma with the following officers : 
Captain, George Bachman ; First Lieuten­ 
ant, W . J. Fife: Second Lieutert*.s, F. I 
II. W ing; Sergeants, Howard C. rr. Geo. 
Farley, W m. L. Moore and W. S. Lemay. 
Everything is lively at the Driving 1'ark 
in view of the approaching fair. The track 
is being placed in splendid condition. That 
part of the programme gives promise of a 
lively week, although it is feared the stock 
exhibition, particularly th at of shorthorns, 
will fall short of former years.—[Chico 
Record.

Collins has got him­ 
self into a very serious scrape. 
The new town of Pennington, about 
tw enty miles north of Marysville, in Sutter 
county, was surveyed last spring. 
The 
site is what was known as the old Penning­ 
ton ranch, whence the town takes its name. 
The place already has a pottoffice and a 
blacksmith 
and wagon shop. 
Thomas 
Bruce is Postmaster, and his father, John 
Bruce, ow*n9 the blacksmith shop. Thomas 
Bruce will soon open a store and Joseph 
Edmunds a harness shop. 
A Methodist 
camp-meetiDg will open at Pennington next 
Friday, to last until the second Sunday fol­ 
lowing. 
There is talk of opening a saloon 
at Pennington, but the farmers generally 
hope that no saloon will be opened. 
The work of thrashing has so far ad­ 
vanced in Umatilla county, Or., that a 
general idea of the result may be arrived at. 
Dr. 
Blalock, on his ranch near W alla 
W alla, it seems, stauds at the head of 
wheat producers. 
He has scld the enor­ 
mous quantity of 70,000 bushels, and some 
of his land ran as high as 50 bushels to the 
acre. 
The Prospect wheat faim stands 
next, and will produce 40,000 bushels. 
They are now thrashing the crop there. 
Among the smaller farmers the season has 
been equally favorable. 
Mr. Brown, liv­ 
ing on Wild Horse, has 10,000 or 12,000 
bushels ; J. C. Long ha3 4.000 bushels or 
more, and to look the wheat region over it 
seems an insoluble mystery how the grain 
is to be gotten out of the country. No 
crop in the country, so far as heard from, 
has produced le89 than 30 bushels to the 
acre. 


CARBONIC ACID GAS FROM CEMETERIES. 


The decomposition of bodies in the ear* • 
is a real organic combination ; its product 
are quite well known. 
The principal ai. 
most abundant of them is carbonic acid, i 
substance that is generated by the slov. 
combustion of the carbon contained in all 
organic 
m atter, vegetable 
or 
anima, 
w hether it be a blade of grass, a lear 
wood, manure, or a dead body. 
It may b 
disengaged from the soil in cemeteries, ar- 
most hygienists have till now considered 
it one of the principal causes of their insa 
lubrity. 
This is a mistake. 
W e have or 
a recent special occasion made an ap 
proximate 
calculation 
of 
the 
maxi­ 
mum 
quantity 
of 
carbonic 
acid 
that 
can 
be 
produced 
in 
the 
cemeteries 
of Paris. 
The result of these calculations, 
which are based upon numerous weighings 
of corpses made in several hospitals and 
on the most authentic data of the chemical 
composition of the human body, show* that 
this quantity is infinitely l-sa considerable 
than has been supposed. 
The total weight 
of the bodies consigned each year to the 
cemeteries in Paris is 1,389,000 kilograms 
(3,472,500 pounds). 
If all their carbon 
were transformed (which is not the case) 
and disengaged as carbonic-acid gas, they 
would furnish 1,257,000 kilograms (3,142 - 
500 pounds) of that gas in five years. Now, 
according to the calculations of M. Bous- 
singault, we may estimate the quantity of 
carbonic acid 
produced 
in 
Paris, by 
the 
respiration 
of 
men 
and 
ani­ 
mals 
and 
the 
different 
processes 
of combustion, at 18,000,000 kilograms 
(or 45,000,000 pounds) in 
tw enty-four 
hours. The combustion of illuminating gaa 
alone in Paris (218,813,875 cubic meters) 
produced last year a quantity of carbonic 
acid thirty-five hundred times more con­ 
siderable than all the dead buried in the 
cemeteries during five years could give at 
the maximum rate of exhalation. 
The 
Grand Opera House alone gives out every 
year thirteen times more carbonic acid 
from its gaslights than could be disengaged 
from all the cemeteries put together, even 
if all their carbon were converted into gas.

OUR DIVORCE LAWS. 
An attempted explanation of the Youngs 
divorce matter has been made by one of the 
attorneys in the case. It is in effect a con­ 
fession of most that has been charged in 
the case. No explanation of the material 
development in the case has been made, and 
that is, that under the statute law of Cali­ 
fornia the Courts are not required to nor 
do they in all cases compel proof of the 
identity of the parties to the action. It 
follows that under such a system of prac 
tice the only authority the Court has for 
assuming jurisdiction of the person of the 
plaintiff is the unsupported statement of any- 
professed attorney who stands at the bar 
and states that lie is authorized to appear. 
As the ethics of the profession do not make 
honest lawyers per se, it follows that the 
suggestion we made last week is correct, 
that the marriage relation is at the mercy 
of the mere word of a law-yer. But an 
equally forcible and undeniable develop­ 
ment made by the expose in this case is 
found in the fact that the laws of 
our State are an invitation to the 
dissolution and not a bar to the 
severance 
of 
the 
marriage 
bond. 
For if it be admitted that in the case re­ 
ferred to there W3S collusion for the very 
purpose of securing a decree, and that both 
parties were privy to the action, and all 
the steps taken in it, it remains true that the 
very aim of marriage is defeated, and that 
so long as cither or both of the parties may 
“ make a case,” that marriage is a bond 
good only at will, and by that process we 
reach the most advanced stage and the 
highest plsue of freeloveÍ3m, and reduce 
the family tie to the lowest form of which 
it is possible to conceive. The laws of 
California then admit of two undeniable 
constructions : to wit, that the mere word 
of an attorney is all sufficient to justify 
a Court in divorcing the married, aad that 
even if the authority to appear is fully es­ 
tablished, lhe judicial arm of the Govern­ 
ment may be compelled to legalize the very 
worst form of prostitution and concubin­ 
age and make a mockery of the holicat tie 
known to man. Verily the Oneida com­ 
munity has located in the wrong section. 


THE PRESIDENT. 
While some gastric troubles have been 
again apparent in the case of President 
Garfield, the dispatches do not warrant a 
fear that he is any worse, nor can there be 
said to be any foundation for the belief 
that be is better. The country will be 
gratified to learn that to-morrow or the 
next day the national patient will be re­ 
moved from the influence of the malarious 
atmosphere at AVaehington, and be trans­ 
ported to the northern seaside, where the 
saline breezes, it is hoped, will cause a re­ 
action in bis system for the better.

Those Arabs of the continent, the 
Apaches, are again upon the warpath. It 
appears quite certain that another Custer 
tragedy has been enacted. General Carr, 
a gallant soldier, and 64 men, with six 
officers, have been caught in a more in­ 
genious trap than that in which Custer 
and his command perished. The location 
of the present difficulty is in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of Camp Apache, which is 
situate near the center of the VA'hite 
Mountain Indian reservation. This lies 
along the western slope and at the foot of 
the White mountains, which attain a hight 
of from 10,000 to 12,000 feet, and form the 
highest range in eastern Arizona. The 
reservation is bounded by the thirty-fourth 
degree of latitude on the north, and is bi­ 
sected by the one hundred and tenth 
degree of longitude. The camp is at the 
junction of White Mountain river and its 
north fork. The river is a tributary of 
the Salt river, which empties into the Gila 
not far below Phccnix. San Carlos, at the 
junction of the San Carlos river and the 
Gila, is Eome thirty-live miles south­ 
west as the crow flies. Camp Grant, by 
the road, is 117 miles, almost due south, 
and is the nearest telegraph station. From 
there to Tucson, southwest in a direct 
line, it is about sixty miles. The White 
Mountain Indians constitute one of the 
Apache tribes that has never been con­ 
quered by the Government, The Govern­ 
ment has, in fact, never had an opportu 
nity to try its Indian policy upon this 
branch of the Apaches, and hence in this 
case there can be made no specific charges 
upon the Government or its agents to fix 
the responsibility for the present trouble, 
unless it be the stupidity of sending so 
small a force upon so dangerous a mission. 
It is true these Indians, numbering some 
1,500, auJ having at command some 400 
warriors; were in 1876 removed to the 
White Mountain Reservation, but soon 
returned to their old hunting grounds 
i r.long the Salt river, and thence south to 
the Gila, and up and down the San Pedro 
to the Mexican border—a sort of narrow 
but very extended range, for these Indians, 
commanded by Pedro and known as the 
Colotiro tribe, have been the rangers 
of the whole eastern section of the 
Territory. It appears, so far as can 
be gathered now, that this tribe has medi­ 
cine men who acted upon the superstition 
of the Indians that they could resurrect 
some departed chieftains and place them 
at their head to go upon the war-path 
against the whites. This was a dangerous 
proceeding, and General Carr, with a 
small band of soldiers and fifty Indians, 
seven of whom were scouts, went out to ar­ 
rest these medicine men, who, for unex­ 
plained reasons, were inflaming their fol­ 
lowers. They came upon the savages in 
the vicinity of Cibicu creek, the head­ 
waters of which are upon the southern 
border of the great Colorado plateau. The 
spot was distant some thirty-five miles due 
west from Car.ip Apache. The scouts led 
the officers to believe that the Indians were 
peaceably disposed, and the command thus 
trusting, marched into the deep canyon of 
the creek, where its walls were densely 
covered with timber. The whole country 
thereabouts is cut up by great canyons 
clothe 1 with forests and fortified by natu­ 
ral I a'altic formations, admirably adapt­ 
ing i: to the ambush and secretive mode of 
warfare in which the Apache delights. 
The scouts led the General ten miles up 
the dark shades of Cibicu canyon, where 
a portion of the Indians were fouLd. 
An attempt to arrest the chief medicine 
man was at once mad?, when his brother 
shot down the arresting officer ; the treach­ 
erous scouts and “ friendly” Indians imme­ 
diately turned their rifles upon the troops ; 
the ambushed savages came forth, aad the 
massacre began. Most of the dispatches 
have it that but one or two escaped, but 
some indicate that a handful of men are 
fighting their way back to Camp Apache, 
with little hope of ever reaching it. Still 
others state that the camp itself has been 
attacked, and its inmates put to death, to­ 
gether with the women aad children, in 
which case General Carr’s wife and family 
have also fallen. The whole country is 
aroused, disaffected Indians have joined 
I’edro’s band, and a prolonged struggle 
impends. The latest advices are that the 
young men of the Navajoes, north of the 
White Mountain Reservation, have joined 
the rebellious Indians, and that the Ara- 
vipas on the lower San I’edro are on the 
warpath, and that the Mescalero bands are 
moving out of Sonora and Chihuahua 
northward to aid the Colotiros—in short, 
that there is a general uprising, and that a 
war of intended extermination has been 
entered upon by the Apaches and their 
allies. The Indians are all well armed, 
and army officers assert that they are as 
well cqaippcd and trained to-day as our 
soldiers, and as good as they, man for man, 
while their method of lighting places our 
troops at a serious disadvantage. Added to 
this is the fact that the White Mountain re­ 
gion and the section along Salt river are 
both settled up by Mormons, who, it is be­ 
lieved, are at the bottom of this diffi­ 
culty, aad who 
are 
the devoted 
friends of the Navajoes, many of whom 
have been received into the Mormon 
Church. Oa the heels of this news come 
accounts of raids by Nana's Apaches, who 
are now in Sonora, and have been recently 
ruling over into New Mexico and murder- 
¡ ing and robbing, aided by Navajoes, close 
relatives of the Arizona and Utah Mormon 
Navajoes. 
The present outbreaks give 
new opportunities to the outlaws, despera­ 
does and wild border characters, now more 
numerous in Arizona and New Mexico 
probably than anywhere else. They will 
naturally encourage the present difficulties 
and be tlie authors of many an outrage 
that will be laid at the doors of the In­ 
dians. It is probable that this Indian war 
will extend to the Mexican border. It is 
almost too much to hope for, in that case, 
that wise counsels will unite the efforts of 
the two nations to the putting down of the 
savages. On the contrary, we may expect 
taids and pursuits over the line, a failure 
of the Sonorans to check the fleeing In­ 
dians, and as a result the opening np of 
an irregular border war which may involve 
the Government seriously and make the 
question of the annexation of some parts 
of Mexican territory to be considered 
as an act of n cessity. The Apaches are 
the moat treacherous of all our Indian 
tribrs ; couiageous to recklessness, cruel as 
tigers, enduring beyond measure, cunning 
beyond conception, it would seem that the 
rifle is the only treatment for them, and 
that the arts of peace can never be brought 
to influence them. There is historic rea­ 
son to believe they are of the game family 
aa the crafty Sioux, both having a tinge of 
Spanish blood. Bat they are more brutal, 
determined and unconquerable than the 
Sioux, because they have so long been the 
victims of Spanish cruelty aad wrong, and 
Mexican duplicity and outrage; hence Amer­ 
ican kindness and forbearance will always 
be lost npon them. It is some consolation 
to know that the Apache tribe, now at 
war with our skeleton of an army, 


and quite as numerous as the latter 
force, has not been the recipient of mueb, 
if any, of the Governmental bounty. 
To 
offset this is the reflection that to quell 
this rising will ccst more than would have 
served to keep a sufficient army force in 
the troubled section, and thus have pre­ 
vented the outbreak. 


LAST NIGHT’S DISPATCHES 


[S P E C IA L TO T H E RECORD - U N IO N.) 


THE DROUGHT AT THE EAST AND THE 
APPROACHING RAIN SEASON IN CALI­ 
FORNIA. 
______ 
Considerable apprehension is already 
being felt in this State concerning the in­ 
dications of a dry season for the coming 
winter. The unprecedented drought on 
the Atlantic side of the continent occasions 
some alarm lest it should reach to the 
westward and the rain necessary to ma­ 
ture a crop be denied to this territory. In 
fact the drought in many Eastern and 
Western States is so unprecedented and 
its effects so calamitous as to encourage 
the worst fears. 
In many parts of 
New 
Jersey 
water 
for 
domestic 
use 
has 
to 
be 
hauled 
thirty 
miles. In Illinois and Indiana the corn will 
not mature and the green stalks will be 
cut for fodder. The loss of crops is ag­ 
gravated by the recurrence of destructive 
fires. The area of the suffering region is 
greater than ever before known. It ex­ 
tends from the Gulf on the south to the 
St. Lawrence, and from the headwaters of 
the Platte and Kansas to the Atlantic coast. 
In 1S72 the Northwest was subjected to a 
most disastrous drought, but at that time 
the Southeast was not affected. The Gulf 
and Atlantic States enjoyed the nsuai 
rainfall. In the present case the entire 
section above outlined is suffering, 
and crops of all kinds are reported 
as on the verge of total failure. 
Uneasiness in this State grows out of the 
fact that however disastrous floods may be, 
a dry season is the crowning misfortune. 
Flood years are always years of general 
prosperity, however locally instructive, 
while dry seasons are years of adversity. 
In this State crops, herds and flocks alike 
are destroyed by drought. 
We do not, 
however, find any cause for alarm in the 
drought iudications at the East. The sta­ 
tistics of rainfall have been kept for 
thirty-two consecutive rain seasons, and 
the periodicity of maximum and minimum 
rainfall has been ascertained with a 
degree of reasonable probability, not 
to say certainty. The statistics show 
the recurrence of dry seasons with 
such regularity of interval as to almost 
establish an unvarying periodicity. For 
example, the first year of minimum rain­ 
fall exhibited on the rain tables for thirty- 
two seasons, recently published by the 
R ecord-U nion, was.the season of 1850-1. 
The second is 1S5G 7, the third 1S63-4, the 
fourth 1S70-1, the fifth in 1S76 7. Here 
are five dry seasons occurring at intervals 
of six and seven years. From the date of 
the last there have elapsed hut four sea­ 
sons. The analogy of the past recurrence 
would fix the season of 1SS4-5 a3 the next 
dry season, or two seasons beyond that 
approaching. But there is a still greater 
regularity observable in the aggregate 
amount of rainfall in the seasons divided 
into groups by the minimum years. As 
thi3 is a new observation of lhe statistics 
it will he fully presented. 
The first minimum season was that of 
1S50 1. Now from the season of 1S51 2 
to 1856 7 inclusive, we have the first group 
closing with a minimum season—that of 
1856-7. 
The aggregate rainfall of the 
period was 118.51 inches. The second 
group is from 1857 S to 1863 4 inclusive, 
and the aggregate rainfall is 128 05 inches. 
The third is from 1S04 5 to 1870 1 inclu­ 
sive, aggregating 136.31 inches of rain. 
The fourth ¡3 from 1S71 2 to 1876 7, aggre­ 
gating 113 17 inches. Thus the average 
rainfall during the periods ending in mini­ 
mum seasons is ascertained to be 124.04 
inches. The current series which 13 to 
end with a minimum season has accom­ 
plished but four seasons. The aggregate 
rainfall in these is but 95.70 inches, or 38 
inches less than the average of the former 
cycles. Herein analogy gives a second 
strong inference in favor of a heavy season 
for the approaching winter. But still a 
third is to be found in the fact that in four 
of the five cycles noted above the maxi­ 
mum years exceeded 30 inches of rain in a 
single season. Thus in the first group the 
maximum wasSC.GC; the second, 35.55; 
the third, 32.79, etc. The current series 
has so far no maximum beyond 26.57 inches. 
The observations of the past present three 
prominent facts which by the extension of 
the analogies indicate a heavy rainfall for 
the approaching season and in favor of the 
probable recurrence of another dry season 
not earlier than that of 1884-5.

E xecutive M ansion, September 4:h—6:30

improve, and is now so far reduced that the 
color of his face is restored.

A. M.—A t this hour the President is resting 
quietly, with no indications of any material 
change since midnight.

E xecutive Mansion. September 4th.— 
10:45 P. M.—Blaine sent the following to 
Lowell to night: “ Last night the President 
did not rest well, and twice during the night 
his stomach was eo disturbed that ho vomited. 
During the day be has been better, and has 
swallowed the usual quantity of food and 
retained it. His pulse, however, has been 
higher than for the two preceding da’ys. His 
surgeons do not think he lias lost ground, but 
he certainly has not gained since last night's 
dispatch. At this hour (half-past 10) he is 
quietly deeping.” 
Bcvlcw of tlie Day. 
W ashington, September 4th—Evening.— 
The morning bulletin, which mentioned that 
the President had vomited twice during the 
night, created considerable apprehension 
throughout the city, and many inquiries were 
made at the Executive Mansion as to the 
cause. The attending surgeons explained 
that the vomiting was occasioned by a collec­ 
tion of phlegm in the throat, and that no 
serious consequences were exp-'cted to fol­ 
low. The first disturbance of the stomach 
took place about 10 o’clock last night, but it 
was not noticed as being of any importance ; 
but when it occurred a second time, about 2 
A. M., it was then considered to be very un­ 
favorable. Soon after the second disturbance, 
however, the patient asked for and was given 
a quantity of milk porridge, which he re­ 
taiued without difficulty. Not long tfter 
taking this ho partook of some squirrel brotb, 
which he appeared to relish very much. One 
of the attendants upon the President re­ 
ported in the morniDg that the glandular 
affection 
was 
decreasing 
rapidly, 
anc. that the wound was discharging 
a trifle more freely than it had been recently. 
The attendant said : 
“ As the discharge 
from the gland ceases the fl jw of pus from 
the wonnd increases. No noticeable change 
in the character of the wound has yet taken 
place. Dr. Boynton expressed the opinion 
that the President, notwithstanding the gas 
trie disturbance which he experienced during 
the night, was somewhat better than yrster- 
day. Speaking of acc rimed aliona at Long 
Branch, the doctors Eaid it wortld probably 
be necessary to have two or three cottages to 
accomodate the patient and those who would 
have to accompany him. It is understood to 
be the intention to have a guard around the 
patient’s quarters at Long Branch similar to 
that which haa been kept about the Executive 
Mansion, and admittance to the neighbor 
hood, except to the President’s family, will 
only be allowed by pass.”

W ashington, September 4th.—It is said 
by those intimate with the-family, that Mrs. 
Garfield is much pleased with the idea of the 
President being conveyed from the influence 
of the malarial atmosphere which surrounds 
the White Hon3e to a more healthful locality. 
It is generally corcuded by those acquainted 
with the facts that the President, will be re­ 
moved between to-morrow and Wednesday, 
providing he remains in as good condition as 
at present, and the weather is favorable. 
Attorney-General MacVeagh said he did 
not coneider that the gastric trouble of last 
night would interfere in any manner with 
the President’s removal. 
Dr. Reyburn said the patient was as well 
as could| reasonably be exacted. The 
vomiting which occurred last night had en 
tailed no unfavorable results. There had 
been more or less trouble at different times 
recently from the secretion of phlegm in the 
throat, he eaid, but no particular importance 
had been attached thereto, because the ec 
currences did not in any way affect the 
stomach.

A bout 7 o’clock on Saturday evening a Chi­ 
naman, who was the foreman of a mining 
party of seven Chinese at a mine on the San 
Ju an grant, at Sailor’s Bar, on the American 
river, about twelve cr fourteen miles above 
this city, was shot for the purpose of robbery. 
He had over S400 in his possission. which the 
others knew. 
The foreman occupied another 
cabin from the others, and was lying in his 
bunk smoking, when the six aopeared at his 
cabin and commencfd firing at him. 
H e was 
shot twice through the lower part of the 
bowels and once through the right hand. 
He 
then fled and caused the liver in a boat, and 
when he gained the other side called for help, 
which was responded to by Mr. Smith, who 
did all he could for his relief, and then sent 
him to this city. 
He arrived at the Court­ 
house between G and 7 o’clock yesterday 
morning, and after his statem ent had been 
taken, he. was sent to the County H os­ 
pital. 
H e died from his wounds about 
two hours afterwards, and was transferred 
to the Cbroner’s rooms in this city, where an 
inquest will be held this evening. 
Coroner 
Yermilya, Sheriff Heilbron and jailer New- 
bert went out to the mining camp yesterday 
afternoon to investigate the m atter, hut 
L und the place entirely deserted and the 
money and other articles gone. 
No trace 
was to be found of the six Chinamen who en­ 
gaged in the affair. 
I t was ascertained that 
they kept two lamps burning in the wounded 
mau’ii cabin all night to prevent suspicion 
th at anything was wrong. 
The direction 
which the fugitives took is not known, but it 
is a singular fact th at all the Chinese in this 
city seemed to know all about the affair yes­ 
terday, 3nd were speaking disparagingly of 
the deceased as having been a cross foreman, 
etc. 
The Sheriff has the names of the crim­ 
inals, and they quite probably related the 
affair iu this city themselves.
